ORDER 


Pursuant to the said Order dated 25th January , 2005 , 
the case was listed on 18th March , 2005 . 

On 18th March , 2005 , learned counsel for the 
petitioner were not present, even when the case was taken 
up in the revised list. 

In the circumstances, the Court passed the following 
Order dated 18th March , 2005 : 


" Pursuant to the Order dated 25 - 1 - 2005; the 

Election Petition is listed today . 
The case has been called out in the revised list. 


Learned counsel for the petitioner are not present. 
In the circumstances, the case is adjourned today. 
List this case on 6 - 5- 2005. "

Pursuant to the order dated 6th May, 2005 , the 
Election Petition is listed peremptorily , today , 

The case has been taken up in the revised list . 

The Court has waited for about 20 minutes, but the 
learned counsel for the petitioner have not appeared . 

By the Order dated 20th August, 2004 , directions 
were inter alia, given for issuance of notices to the 
Respondents by Ordinary Process as well as by Registered 
Post fixing 19th November, 2004 . Directions were also given 
for publication of notice of the Election Petition in a 
newspaper selected by the Registrar General, as per the 
provisions ofClause (b ) ofRule 6 ofChapter XV - A of the 
Rules of the Court, 1952 . 

On 19th November, 2004 , the Election Petition was 
listed before the Court. 

The Office submitted its report dated 19tl1 November, 
2004 , wliich is quoted below : 

" In compliance with the Court s Order dated 
20 -8 -2004 , the petitioner s counsel has not taken 
steps till today. The case is putup for orders ”. 

On the said date, i.e. 19th November, 2004 , Sri Pramod 
Bhardwaj,learned counsel for the petitioner stated that he 
had suffered injury , and was not well, and in the 
circumstances, he prayed that the case be adjourned . 

Therefore , the Court by its Order dated 19th 
November, 2004 adjourned the case and directed the same 
to be listed on 21st January , 2005 . 

The case was, thereafter, listed before the Court on 
25th January , 2005. 

Office submitted its reportdated 25th January , 2005 


Pursuant to the said order dated 18th March 2005 , 
the case was listed on 6th May, 2005. The Office submitted 
its reportdated 6th May, 2005 ,which is reproduced below : 

" In compliance with the Court s Order dated 
18 - 3- 2005, the petitioner s counsel has not taken 
steps till today. 
The case is put up for orders ,” 

On the said date , i.e . 6th May 2005 , Sri Pramod 
Bhardwaj, learned counsel for the petitioner had sent 
illness slip . In the circumstances, the Court passed an 
Order dated 6th May, 2005 adjourning the case , and 
directing the same to be listed peremptorily on 22nd July , 
2005, i.e. today . 

The said Order dated 6th May , 2005 is as under : 
“ Pursuant to the Order dated 18th March , 2005, 
the Election Petition is listed today. 
Sri Pramod Bhardwaj, learned counsel for the 
petitioner has sent an illness slip . 
In the circumstances, the case is adjourned today. 
A perusal of the Order- Sheet shows that on 25th 
January, 2005, the case was adjourned on the 
illness slip of Sri Pramod Bhardwaj , learned 
counsel for the petitioner . . 
On 18th March , 2005 , the case was adjourned , as 
the learned counsel for the petitioner were not 
present, even when the case was called out in the 
revised list. 
In view af the aforesaid, the case is directed to be 
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listed peremptorily on 22nd July, 2005." 

Pursuant to the said Order dated 6th May, 2005 , the 
case is listed today , peremptorily . 

The Office has submitted its report dated 22nd July , 
2005 reiterating its report dated 6th May, 2005 . 

As noted above, the case has been taken up today 
in the revised list. The Court has waited for about 
20 minutes , but the learned counsel for the petitioner have 
not appearedi. 

The case is listed peremptorily today, as mentioned 
above. 

As is evident from the various Office Reports , 
mentioned above, learned counsel for the petitioner have 
not so far taken steps for issuance of notices to the 


respondents and for publication of notice of the Election 
Petition in the newspaper , as per the directions given in 
the Order dated 20th August , 2004 . 

In view of the aforesaid , the Court has no option but 
to dismiss the Election Petition for want of prosecution . 

The Election Petition is accordingly dismissed for 
want of prosecution .
